The loot ap p ar­ 
ently wras driv en away in a noisy car 
the v ictims heard leav e later. 
It took Pennington and Maggard al­ 
most 30 minu tes to free themselv es, 
dep u ties said. 
The intru ders were describ ed as two 
y ou ng Negroes.

One su b p oena req u ires Nix on to ap ­ 
p ear as a defense witness for former 
White Hou se aide John D. Ehrlichman 
at his Watergate cov er-u p trial sched- 
cled to b egin in Washington Sep t. 30. 
The second su b p oena req u ires Nix on 
to giv e a sworn statement on Sep t. 24 
at Santa Ana, Calif., for u se in a civ il 
su it b y a grou p of p ersons claiming 
they were illegally denied access to a 
“ Billy Graham rally ” at which Nix on 
ap p eared in 1971 in Charlotte. N.C.

HEMET, Calif. (UPI) — Firefighters 


u sing Vietnam War technology gained 
an u p p er hand today ov er an arson-set 


fire which had raced ou t of control 


throu gh thou sands of acres of b ru sh 


tim b er and set v acationers fleeing. 


For the first time in fire fighting an­ 
nals, helicop ter p ilots wearing b inocu ­ 
lar-like ey eglasses that allowed them 
to see as well as in day light made re­ 
p eated w ater drop s du ring the night. 
By dawn, the U.S. Forest Serv ice 
said the b laze which b roke ou t Tu esday 
was 60 p er cent contained. No estim ate 
was made for when fu ll containment 
was ex p ected. 
Los Angeles Cou nty Fire Dep artment 
and Forest Serv ice helicop ter p ilots 
flew joint infrared scanning flights du r­ 
ing the night for the first time in fire 
fighting control, a Forest Serv ice sp o­ 
kesman said today . 
The b inocu lar-like e y e g l a s s e s 
were dev elop ed du ring the Vietnam 
War to p ick ou t the fire lines. The 
glasses u tilize the light from stars to 
enab le the p ilots to see clearly . 
“They actu ally made water drop s at 
night,” the sp okesman said. “This is a 
direct sp in-off of Vietnam War tech­ 
nology . 
“ We're v ery enthu siastic ab ou t this 
b ecau se for the first time we can make 
night water drop s on fires to assist the 
grou nd crews.” 
An estimated 2,200 men working 12- 
hou r shifts were on the fire lines today 
in a m ajor effort to b ring the fire u n­ 
der control. 
The sp okesman said the b laze had 
b u rned throu gh 17 ,500 acres, mu ch of it 
in steep mou ntain terrain, and had a 
p erim eter of 34 miles. 
More than 1,000 p ersons were ev a­ 
cu ated from camp grou nds, resorts, a 
ju v enile detention camp and the mou n­ 
tain commu nity of Pine Cov e, 
Firefighters were airlifted b y heli­ 
cop ter ov er the flames and ru gged 
mou ntains Wednesday to try to sav e 
the v illage of ab ou t 7 00 p ersons 5,800 
teet high on Indian Mou ntain. The 
b laze was tu rned b ack only three miles 
from the town. 
“The fire was definitely cau sed b y 
arson,” said a sp okesman for the Cali­ 
fornia Div ision of Forestry . “ Inv estiga­ 
tors fou nd the match that b egan it 
—one m atch —on the Sob ob a Indian 


Reserv ation.” The b laze b egan Tu es­ 
day morning. 
Palm Sp rings, 20 miles east of the 
main fire area, was b lanketed in soot, 
smoke and a light du sting of ashes. 
“There’s a grey carp et of ash on the 
sidewalks, and p eop le are skimming it 
off their swimming p ools,” said Palm 
Sp rings newsman Ed Kib b ey . 
“ We can’t see the su n or the sky or 
any thing else” b ecau se of the smoke 
clou ds, said Chu ck Price, of neighb or­ 
ing Palm Desert. “ It’s ju st all y el­ 
low.” 
“The smoke cov er redu ced the tem­ 


p eratu re b y 10 degrees du ring the day ,” 
Lib b ey said. The smoke cou ld b e seen 
in Borrego Sp rings, 50 miles to the 
sou th.. 
Three firemen su ffered minor in­ 
ju ries, inclu ding a b roken ankle. The 
force inclu ded 12 air tankers, six heli­ 
cop ters, 92 p u mp er tru cks and 26 b u ll­ 
dozers. 
The highway p atrol closed California 
24 3, the road from Idy llwild to Ban­ 
ning, when the flames leap ed the high­ 
way . An u noccu p ied two story home 
was b u rned. 
Eighty y ou ths were tru cked away 


from the Twin Pines Ranch, a Riv er- 
s i d e

delinq u ent b oy s, as flames stab b ed to 
within a mile of the facility , whip p ed 
b y erratic, 30-mile-an-hou r winds. 
An ou tb u ilding b u rned at a Girl 
Scou t cam p / where 38 scou t leaders, 
warned to clear ou t, rou nded u p more 
than IOC' girls b etween the ages of 10 
and 15. 
The scou ts marched two miles in or­ 
derly ranks throu gh clou ds of smoke, 
singing songs, to reach a p oint where 
they cou ld b oard b u ses.

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn. (UPI) - A 
thu nderou s ex p losion rip p ed throu gh a 
strip of nightclu b s, 
b u sinesses 
and 
ap artm ents in a p redominantly b lack 
section of Chattanooga today , hu rling 
deb ris more than a b lock away and 
cau sing an estimated $10 million in 
damages. 


Police said at least 13 p ersons were 
inju red. There were no rep orts of fata­ 
lities. 


Fire and Police Commissioner Gene 
Rob erts declined to sp ecu late on whe­ 
ther the b last was cau sed b y natu ral 
gas. “Preliminary indications are that 
it was something other than a b omb ,” 
Rob erts said. 


Chief Dep u ty Gene Glaze estimated 
damage at $10 million and said the en­ 
tire 300 b lock of Chattanooga’s Ninth 
Street where the ex p losion occu rred 
wou ld hav e to b e razed b ecau se b u ild­ 
ings that escap ed the fire resu lting 
trom 
the 
b last su stained 
ex tensiv e 
stru ctu ral damage. 
The ex p losion left a smoldering six - 
foot crater at Ninth and Mab le, where 
a one-story b u ilding had hou sed the 
Stardu st Lou nge and the Cactu s Clu b . 
A two-stoiy b u ilding ex tending the re­ 
m ainder of the b lock and hou sing a 
b arb ershop , another lou nge ând u p ­ 
stairs ap artm ents was b adly damaged. 


Flam es from the ex p losion soared 


200 feet into the air and destroy ed the 
St. Jam es Bap tist Chu rch and two 
fram e hou ses b ehind the clu b s. 


Sgt. Don Weller and officer Rick 
Wy nn of the Police Dep artment were 
three b locks away when the b last oc­ 
cu rred and said they fou nd a holocau st 
when they arriv ed. 


“We saw p eop le ly ing on the side­ 
walk and ru nning from the b u ildings 
screaming their heads off,” said Wel­ 
ler. “We went to what was left of the 
b arb ersrop 
and 
p u lled 
ab ou t 
fiv e 
p eop le from u nder the b ricks. 
We 
stay ed inside as long as we cou ld try ­ 
ing to search for others b u t the walls 
started cav ing in on top of u s.” 


’’You ’v e nev er seen any thing like 
this in y ou r life,’’said Wy nn. “ I thou ght 
all of the Big Nine (nightclu b strip ) 
was gone.” 
lohn Banks, 7 3, a Chattanooga nativ e 
now liv ing in Chicago, was sitting in 
the b arb ershop with his b rother-in-law, 
Rev .

“ We had b een in the b arb ershop 
ab ou t two hou rs talking,” said Banks.

State Senate clears way for 'no-fault' car insurance 
Body to discontinue 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Landmark 
ho-fau lt car insu rance legislation p rom­ 


ising b ig cu ts in insu rance p rices and 
q u ick settlement of claims, was hu r­ 


ried to the Assemb ly today for a final 
and decisiv e v ote as lawmakers neared 


adjou rnment. 
The Senate ended a b itter, 18-month 


deadlock Wednesday night b y ap p rov ­ 


ing the historic b ill on a *22-15 v ote. 
It was the closest no-fau lt has come 


to enactment in the nation’s most p o­ 
p u lou s and au tomob ile hap p y state. 
Affecting all 13 million licensed dri­ 
v ers in California, the comp romise 
p rop osal (AB5 0) su p p orted b y Gov . Ro­ 
nald Reagan and most of the insu rance 
indu stry contained these p rov isions: 
—Immediate p ay m ent of u p to $55,- 
000 p er p erson in medical and related 
b enefits from a motorist’s own insu r­ 
ance comp any regardless of who is at 
fau lt in an accident. 
—A mandatory redu ction o f at least 
15 p er cent in the cost of p ersonal inju ­ 
ry insu rance p olicies for a minimu m of 
one y ear. 
—Limits on the ab ility of inju red mo­ 
torists to su e in cou rt for ex tra, “p ain 


and su ffering” damages b ey ond their 


medical ex p enses. 
The theory b ehind the p rop osal is 


that b y sev erely restricting the nu mb er 


of costly lawsu its, motorists will b ene­ 
fit with lower insu rance costs and 


sp eedier settlements. 
Op p onents contended it wou ld strip 
Californians of their right to seek le­ 
gitimate damages in cou rt. 
The b ill p assed the Assemb ly a y ear 
and a half ago, b u t q u ickly stalemated 
in committee. The last-minu te Senate 
v ote sent the measu re b ack for ap p rov ­ 
al of amendments. 
Its au thor, Assemb ly man Jack R. 
Fenton, D-Montb ello, told rep orters he 
had b een assu red of enou gh su p p ort to 
send it to the gov ernor. If signed into 
law, it wou ld b ecome effectiv e at 12:01 
a.m. on Sep t. 1, 197 5. 
Senate ap tion occu rred after two 
nights of floor deb ate, two comp romise 
amendments and an on-again, off-again 
roll call which sp anned sev en hou rs. 
No-fau lt insu rance, already enacted 
in many other states, has come b efore 
legislators for the p ast fou r sessions, 
b u t was sty mied in a high-stakes, eco­ 
nomic tu g-of-war b etween insu rance

No price controls 
Ford indicates 
compassion 
for Nixon 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford feels Richard Nix on has su ffered 
enou gh from the W atergate scandal, 
and he thinks the cou ntry agrees. 
While making no commitment, Ford 
*aid he is reserv ing his right to p ardon 
his p redecessor shou ld Nix on he p rose­ 
cu ted. 


Ford also told his first White Hou se 
news conference Wednesday that Sp e­ 
cial Prosecu tor Lecn Jaworski “has an 
ob ligation” to take whatev er legal ac­ 
tion he deems warranted against Nix on 
or any one else inv olv ed in Watergate. 


A White Hou se official said Ford is 
leaning toward a p ardon for Nix on if 
his ca« e shou ld reach Ford’s desk. 
Ford fax ed another b u sy schedu le to­ 
day , with meetings with top women 
p residential ap p ointees, United Au tos 
Workers p resident Leonard Woodcock 
and Sau di Arab ian foreign minister 
Omar Saq q af. 


Ford, ou twardly calm and confident 
throu ghou t 
the 
nationally 
telev ised 
news conference in the East Room of 
the White Hou se, also said he has tota­ 
lly rejected wage and p rice controls to 
solv e economic p rob lems. 


“Wage and p rices controls are ou t 
—p eriod,” he said. Bu t officials said 
v olu ntary wage-p rice gu idelines are u n­ 
der consideration. 
Ford 
reiterated 
that the nation’s 
nu mb er one p rob lem is inflation. He 
p romised b u dget cu ts to hold federal 
sp ending b elow $300 b illion in the fiscal 
y ear ending nex t Ju ne 30. He sp oke of 
a $5.5 b illion redu ction in sp ending and 
said that “ will conv ince p eop le who 
might hav e some dou b ts that we mean 
b u siness.” 
On other m atters, Ford: 
—Rep eated that he “ p rob ab ly ” will 
b e a candidate in 197 6 and said he and 
v ice p residential nominee Nelson Rock­ 
efeller wou ld make a “good team .” 
Bu t Ford added that the u ltimate deci­ 
sion wou ld b e left to the Rep u b lican 
National Conv ention. 
—Hinted that U.S p olicy of sanctions 
agair.t Cu b a cou ld change “ if Cu b a 
changes its p olicy toward u s and its 
Latin neighb ors..” Bu t he said the 
United States “wou ld certainly act in 
concert with ether memb ers of the Or­ 
ganization of American States.” Sev er­ 
al Latin American cou ntries hav e b ro­ 
ken the economic em b argo on Cu b a 
and resu med dip lomatic relations with 
the Castro gov ernment. 
In a friendiy atmosp here, contrasting 
to the hostility ev ident in Nix on’s last 
few news conferences, Ford fielded 27 
q u estions in a half hou r and ap p eared 
at ease

site near Palm dale in the An­ 


telope Valley appears to be 
the best location for a prop­ 
osed $1 billion intercontinental 
airport despite the ecological 
problems involved, an envi­ 
ronmental impact study re­ 
ported Wednesday.

In prison 23 years, 
couldn't stay away 


HOUSTON (UPI) - larrv 
Condon, the sen of Irish im­ 
migrants caught in the pover­ 
ty of the depression, spent 23 
years behind bars of New 
York prisons for armed rob­ 
bery. 
“ I was a violent criminal. I 
was into the worst scenes in 
crime, but I was able to 
ma k e 
a 
complete 
turn­ 
around,” said 
Condon, 
48. 
Wien he was released April 
23, his only thought was to 
get away from prison life. In­ 
stead the three-time l o s e r 
went to work for the South 
Carolina Department of Cor­ 
rections as an art instructor 
and, hopefully, as an example 
p r i s o n rehabilitation can 
work. 
“ I’m an old dog. I thought I 
W3S condemned, but f started 
to make something of myself 
through painting,” he said, 
standing near a display of his 
works at the 104th Congress 
of the American Correctional 
Association. 
Condon 
dabbled 
with 
s k e t c h e s as a child in 
Brooklyn to escape the squa­ 
lor around him. In 1959, he 
began painting again. 
“ While I was in Greenha- 
ven Prison, there was a priso­ 
ner named Jerry Moore. He 
said he’d been a painter for 
10 years and was not as good 
as I,” Condon said. 
“ I resisted. He kept har- 
rassing me. I finally said 
okay just to get him off my 
back. Out of my first five 
paintings, I sold four, made 
$95 and got my money back 
for paint and supplies.” 
Condon has since won nu­ 
merous prizes for his work in­ 
cluding a $5,000 first prize in 
the Grand Galleria national 
c o m p e t i t i o n in Seattle, 


Wash. 
William P. Leeke, director 
of the South Carolina Depart­ 
ment of Corrections, noticed 
Condon after he won the top 
prize two years in a Co­ 
lumbia. S.C., exhibit. 
“ He wrote me a letter while 
I was in prison and asked if I 
would be interested in estab­ 
lishing an art program and 
relocating in South Carolina,” 
Condon said. 
“ At first I thought he had 
to be kidding. When I got out, 
I thought at first I just wan­ 
ted to get away from it all. 
But I decided to try it for a 
while. I don’t plan to make it 
a lifetime career. I thought 
I’d try a few years.” 
“ Maybe prison, 
the soul 
searching, was destiny —to 
find myself and what I wan­ 
ted,” he said. “ If it had not 
been for prison, I wouldn’t be 
as complete a person as I am 
today.”

President Fo rd has sto len the gro und fro m Ted 
Kennedy fo r 19 76. 
The partial amnesty pro po sal was a starter. 
The no minatio n o f Nelso n Ro ckefeller fo r v ice 
president was the co up de grace. 
Theo do re White in his 19 68 bo o k o n “ The Making 
o f the President” recalls that so me o f Ro bert Ken­ 
nedy ’s mo st ardent suppo rters, including a majo r 
Kennedy Califo rnia o rganizer, mo v ed into the Ro ck­ 
efeller camp when Kennedy was assassinated. White 
relates in detail the way in which the ex -Kennedv 
y o uth mo bbed Ro ckefeller with their cheers and 
banners — “ Ro cky is Zap,” “ Go Go Go with 
Ro cky ” and “ Ro ck. Ro ck, Ro ck, with Ro cky .” Oth­ 
er 
repo rters no ted that so me o f Ro ckefeller’s 
speeches at that time echo ed Bo bby , using v irtually 
the same phrases. 
So me careful po litical analy sts (perhaps preju­ 
diced) believ e Ro ckefeller co uld hav e defeated Jo hn 
Kennedy in 19 60 if he co uld hav e been no minated. 
No w fo r the Kennedy issues. 
Nelso n Ro ckefeller’s great grandfather ran an 
Ohio statio n in the undergro und befo re the Civ il 
War, helping runaway slav es escape to Canada. The 
Ro ckefellers hav e do nated heav ily to Martin Luther 
King and his So uthern Leadership Christian Co nfer­ 
ence and secured lo w-co st lo ans fo r the Student 
No nv io lent Co o rdinating Co mmittee. They hav e o v er 
the y ears been majo r do no rs to black co lleges. 
Nelso n Ro ckefeller has carried o n the family tra­ 
ditio n. There is no suspicio n here as with Kennedy , 
that this co ncern fo r civ il rights may be po litical. 
Fo r it was a part o f Ro ckefeller’s life lo ng befo re he 
ran fo r o ffice. So much fo r Ro bert Kennedy ’s ho ld 
o n the black v o te. 
Ro ckefeller has staked o ut. a reco rd in urban re­ 
newal transpo rtatio n, po llutio n co ntro l, medical as­ 
sistance, aid fo r educatio n and scho larships that will 
win a Fo rd-Ro ckefeller team v o tes with traditio nal 
Kennedy issues and in the h 'art o f traditio nal Ken­ 
nedy stro ngho lds in the big cities. He has pushed fo r 
gun co ntro l and co mpulso ry health insurance. It is 
po werful po litical medicine when y o u can say as 
go v erno r y o u put these co ncepts into effect rather 
than lo bbied fo r them as a legislato r. 
Kennedy was co unting o n a hefty percentage o f 
labo r. Ro ckefeller has AFL-CIO chief Geo rge Meany 
as a friend. He has wo n the appro v al o f mo st majo r 
unio ns in New Yo rk. And so it go es with the Spanish 
speaking, the y o uth, independents, the po o r. His 
wo rks in Latin America are legio n. He has argued 
with strength the po o r sho uld hav e a greater v o ice 
in welfare, else these pro grams are do o med to fail. 
Wo rse y et fo r Kennedy (and any o ther o ppo nent 
fo r that matter) he is a dangero us campaigner. His 
managers are the best that mo ney and a skilled 
judge o f men can emplo y . He lo v es to pin his o ppo ­ 
nent o n issues, leav ing him ex plaining fo r day s, 
weeks and mo nths after. He is willing to spend mil­ 
lio ns o n research to make po ints that will stick. In 
battle he presses so v igo ro usly that ev en tho se who 
defeat him find, mo re o ften than no t that they hav e 
been mo rtally wo unded in the pro cess. Go ldwater 
and Nix o n will attest to this. 
There is, perhaps, o ne fly in the o intment. Larry 
King in Harpers Magazine fo r February 19 68 quo tes 
Ro ckefeller, standing o n the White Ho use gro unds, 
as say ing: “ I think there are a lo t o f things I co uld 
do here, a lo t o f things I want to do , but I just do n’t 
hav e the driv e any mo re.” 


A hymn to city life 


Despite the fact that churchgo ers in America are 
o v erwhelmingly urbanites, the hy mns they sing each 
Sunday mo rning that hav e env iro nmental references 
are mo stly rural in nature, acco rding to Dr. Stephen 
Stephan, pro fesso r emeritus o f so cio lo gy at the Uni­ 
v ersity o f Arkansas. 
Analy zing hy mns fro m sev eral bo o ks used by dif­ 
ferent deno minatio ns, he fo und that the v erses are 
“ replete with rural tho ught fo rms and imagery .” 
Fo r ex ample, o f 72 hy mns in The Metho dist Hy m­ 
nal that co ntain env iro nmental references, 66 are 
rural in nature and o nly six urban. Much the same 
ratio is fo und in the 19 5 6 hy mnal o f the So uthern 
Presby terian and (no rthern) United Presby terian 
Churches. Ev en in the hy mn bo o k used by many 
Unitarian churches, the rural emphasis is pro ­ 
no unced. 
Stephan’s research sho wed that “ the mo re funda- 
mentalistic and ‘o ld timey ’ the hy mn bo o ks are, the 
mo re rural is the imagery .” He po ints o ut that 
many urban wo rshippers, particularly in fundamen­ 
talist faiths, hav e been upro o ted fro m rural heri­ 
tages in recent y ears. The hy anns may assuage their 
feelings o f alienatio n and lo neliness. 
Ano ther reaso n fo r the emphasis o n rural themes 
is a bias against the city and urban life gro wing 
fro m the early -day asso ciatio n o f rural areas with 
“ the go o d life” and o f cities with that which is bad 
— sin, v ice, po v erty , crime and the mo re recent ills 
o f po llutio n, no ise, waste and ugliness. 
Hy mns are mo re than just the music o f the 
church, say s Stephan. Rather, they reinfo rce what, 
he terms “ the teaching ministry .” He suggests that 
the eco lo gical mo v ement co uld benefit fro m new 
hv mns that are “ relev ant to mo dem urban man.”

Meanwhile, we hav e learned that 
Athens risked her go o d relatio ns with 
the Arabs by secretly permitting the 
United States to use Greek NATO 
bases fo r shuttling supplies to Israel 
during the Middle East war last Octo ­ 
ber. As a result, Israel is secretly 
grateful to Greece and ho pes it will 
keep its NATO ties.

Chronology of unfortuna te ev ents 


It is histo ry no w. What I am abo ut to 
recite, ho wev er wearied y o u may be o f 
the subject, is no t recapped witho ut 
purpo se. I wo uld ho pe that y o u will ac­ 
cept my chro no lo gy o f the unfo rtunate 
ev ents and hear me thro ugh. 
It started in the Six ties, and it is im­ 
po rtant that we remember this. It 
started in the Six ties when o ur peo ple 
were bitterly div ided by a brutal and 
tragic war. There were parades and 
pro tests against the draft, against the 
war, against federal po licies. 
Then, in an ugly o utburst o f hatred 
and v eno m, the President was assassi­ 
nated, the Vice President to o k o v er. 
Ev en after the climactic assassinatio n, 
resentment o f natio nal po licies co ntin­ 
ued so President Jo hnso n decided he 
wo uld no t run fo r re-electio n in ’68 . 
That y ear’s race was ho tly co ntested, 
ended with a v ery narro w Republican 
v icto ry . But re-electio n fo ur y ears later 
was by a landslide because the Demo ­ 
cratic candidate was characterized as 
“ the mo st inept man who ev er ran fo r 


high o ffice.” 
The Republicans enjo y ed the heady 
eupho ria o f their big v icto ry fo r o nly a 
little while befo re an Eastern news­ 
paper began picking at and pro bing 
electio n practices o f the President and 
the co nduct o f his o ffice. 
Almo st o v ernight, whispers became 
sho uted accusatio ns o f graft and co r­ 
ruptio n. The President’s chief o f staff 
and o ther trusted aides were inv o lv ed 
in a far-reaching scandal. The Presi­ 
dent pro tected them by declaring their 
inno cence, claiming ex ecutiv e po wers, 
inv o king priv ilege to suppress ev idence. 
The 
federal 
pro secuto r 
hired 
to 
handle the case was fired by the Presi­ 
dent. And gradually it came o ut that 
the burglary o f an o ffice safe had been 
engineered by the White Ho use. Cabi­ 
net members began to desert the sin­ 
king ship: three secretaries o f interio r, 
fo ur secretaries o f treasury , fiv e atto r­ 
ney s general. 
As related scandals engulfed the 
White Ho use, the Vice President was 


fo rced to retire fro m o ffice, ruined. 
Ev en the President’s perso nal family 
came under attack. 
His bro ther-in-law was accused o f ac­ 
cepting a bribe fro m o ne o f the richest 
men in the natio n in ex change fo r try ­ 
ing to influence impo rtant legislatio n. 
With the war o v er the President Was 
under co ntinuing pressure to grant am­ 
nesty to draft do dgers. Indians near 
Wo unded Knee in No rth Dako ta staged 
a majo r pro test. 
Against this backgro und the do llar 
lo st purchasing po wer, inflatio n was 
rampant, unemplo y ment increased, in­ 
terest rates so ared, the sto ck market 
declined and the price o f go ld sky ro ­ 
cketed to mo re than $160 an o unce. 
The o nly bright spo t was the Presi­ 
dent’s reco rd in fo reign affairs. He and 
his brilliant secretary o f state ma­ 
naged landmark treaties pro mising a 
generatio n o f peace. 
No w it is histo ry . Just as it hap­ 
pened—to President Uly sses Grant 100 
y ears ago .

The issue 
is any thing but fo reclo sed. And y et, it co uld be. It’s 
all up to Nelso n Ro ckefeller. 
No matter ho w tight Gerald Fo rd’s lo ck o n the 
presidency , Sen. Barry ’ Go ldwater has serv ed no tice 
that the Republican v ice-presidential no minatio n 
co uld be up fo r grabs two y ’ears fro m no w. The 
Arizo na Senato r isn’t so unding empty threats. No r 
do es his interest in who will be President Fo rd’s 
running-mate stem fro m any perso nal ambitio n Go l­ 
dwater might hav e fo r the jo b. 
In declaring that delegates to the nex t Republican 
co nv entio n o ught to hav e a free hand in naming the 
o ther half o f a Fo rd-led ticket, Go ldwater is o nly 
speaking fo r millio ns o f co nserv ativ es who , like the 
sy mbo l o f their party , o wn lo ng memo ries. 
To be sure, edito rial pundits alo ng the Hudso n- 
Po to mac Line hav e been ecstatic abo ut Fo rd’s v ice- 
presidential selectio n. Many , in fact, hav e go ne so 
far as to write o bituaries regarding Demo cratic 
chances to capture the White Ho use in ’76, if faced 
with a Fo rd-Ro ckefeller ticket. But let’s keep such 
predictio ns in perspectiv e: these are the same “ ex ­ 
perts” who less than a mo nth ago were lighting 
candles o v er the imminent demise o f the Republican 
party . 
Nev ertheless. I ex pect that we’ll be reading and 
hearing a great deal in the mo nths upco ming abo ut 
an o ld edito rial bugabo o . Specifically , o ur pundit 
friends and kibitzers will be arguing that since a 
Fo rd-Ro ckefeller ticket seems unbeatable, the brew­ 
ing right-wing campaign to dump Ro cky reflects a 
co nserv ativ e “ death wish.” 
I can practically giv e y o u the wo rds and phrases, 
v erbatim: “ Do n’t co nserv ativ e Republicans want to 
win? Wo uld they rather tear the Republican party 
to pieces fo r mere ideo lo gy ? ’’ 
The tro uble with this o ld bugabo o argument is 
that it misses the po int o f co nserv ativ e o bjectio ns to 
Ro ckefeller. It’s no t a matter o f ideo lo gical purism 
at all. The fact is that Republican co nserv ativ es 
o v er the y ears hav e been quite flex ible in co mpro ­ 
mising ideo lo gical purity to keep the party unified.

Remember 19 60? The right wing dutifully accepted

A real winner, that o ne. 
A ga i n ,

ists—including Go ldwater and Sen.

mo nd—were “ pragmatic” eno ugh to turn away fro m 
a pure co nserv ativ e candidate, Go v . Ro nald Reagan, 
in o rder to suppo rt Richard Nix o n. Big win. So big 
that here we are six y ears later reco v ering fro m o ur 
v icto ry hango v er. 
No , the reco rd sho ws that it hasn’t been co n­ 
serv ativ es who ’v e pro v ed unwilling to bend, in o rder 
to win electio n. It’s been Republicans like Nelso n 
Ro ckefeller—especially Nelso n Ro ckefeller. 
Time and again, like the petulant, self-centered 
rich kid o n the blo ck, Ro cky has picked up his mitt 
and go ne ho me when the intraparty game hasn’t 
go ne to his liking. And no w, in the name o f “ prag­ 
matism,” co nserv ativ es are being asked to wipe the 
slate clean. Fo rgiv e and fo rget. 
What Go ldwater is say ing, I think, is that all will 
no t be fo rgiv en and fo rgo tten simply because a po pular 
Republican President wav es a hand. Right-wing am­ 
nesty fo r Ro ckefeller’s past sins wo n’t be auto matic. 
But neither, let me say , sho uld it be o ut o f the 
questio n. The Vice President-designate spent o ne 
day last week pay ing co urtesy calls to Demo crats

Now, about my stating that 
a patient may not notice the 
condition.

statem ent of well established 
fact that if the obstruction is

toms at all. So the person will 
first find out about its pre­ 
sence when the doctor notices 
it on an ex amination. 
I'm 
sure y ou did all that could 
reasonably be ex pected for 
y our son. It was just a series 
of unfortunate and unpredic­ 
table ev ents.

Game bird regulations set 
by CFG for '74-75 seasons

SACRAMENTO - The Cali- 
fomia Fish and Game Com­ 
mission has adopted 1974-75 
resident game bird hunting 
regulations that restore the 
quail limit in the southeastern 
desert and increase the chu- 
kar limit statewide. 


Upland game bird regula­ 
tions until this year were 
adopted with those for mam­ 
mals at the end of May. The 
change was mandated bv the 
Legislature in an effort to 
give commissioners more cur­ 
rent data on which to base 
their decisions on seasons and 
big limits. 
The FGC approved a sug­ 
gestion by Commission Presi­ 
dent Peter T. Fletcher to ban 
the use of shot larger ihan 
No. 2 in hunting upland game 
and waterfowl. Fletcher had 
proposed outlawing BB and 
buckshot-sized pellets as ' a 
means of reducing crippling 
losset. Also approved was a 
regulation requiring that shot 
remain loose in the shell—this 
to prevent “ stringing.” Both 
provisions will remain in ef­ 
fect for one year. 
The decision 
to 
increase 
bag limits for the two spe- 
cises came after the second 
c o n s e c u t i v e year of wet 
weather that produced good 
forage, resulting in high repr­ 
oduction 
levels 
and 
more 
quail and chukar. 
The bag and possession lim­ 
it for quail in the southeasetn 
desert was restored to 
JO 
birds, the limit for the ba­ 
lance of the state. This limit 
was reduced to six two years 
ago because oi poor reproduc­ 
tion. 
Also two years ago. the bag 
and possession limit for chu­ 
kar was decreased from eight 
to tour birds. The limit for 
1974-75 is six. 
The commission also added 
a week each to the fall and 
spring turkey seasons, 
ex­ 
panded the areas open to hun­ 
ting and increased the bag 
limit in the spring season. 
No 
major changes 
were 
made in regulations for other 
resident game bird species. 
Eighteen counties were ad­ 
ded to the 23-day fall turkey 
season, bringing the total to 
32, and the bag and posses­ 
sion limit will remain at two 
birds of either sex per reason. 
The 
spring season, 
also- 
running 23 days, will include 
all of the fall hunt area with 
the addition of Madera, Mari­ 
posa and Tuolumne counties 
where turkey were stocked in 


1969 and 1970. The seasonal 
limit was increased from one 
bearded tom to two.

son ou s if con su med in su f­ 
ficien t qu an tities.” 
McLau ghlin , who has been 
called in often as a con su ltan t 
to hospitals treatin g patien ts 
for

He also cited cases where 
person s hav e been poison ed 


because they ate the wro ng 
part o f a plant. Perhaps the 
mo st co mmo n ex ample o f this 
is rhubarb leav es, which co n­ 
tain deadly o x alic acid al­ 
tho ug h the stalk is edible.

— cy anide.

NEWS IN BRIEF 
Environment 


HELEN, Ga. (UPI) — Fou r Sou thern 
gov ernors warned recently that the 
Sou th mu st cu rb its rapid indu strializa­ 
tion to sav e its env ironment and protect 
its natu ral resou rces. 


Winding u p a three-day conference of 
the Commission on the Fu tu re of the 
Sou th, the gov ernors drafted a report 
‘or su bmission to the Sou thern Gov er­ 
nors Conference in Atlanta Nov . 13. 


“If we want reins on the wild horse 
growth, we’ll hav e to su ffer the har­ 
ness,” said the report prepared by 
Gov s. Jimmy Carter of Georgia, John 
C. West of Sou th Carolina, James E. 
Holshou ser of North Carolina and Mills 
E. Godwin of Virginia. 


Carter said the time is past when the 
Sou th will welcome new indu stry with 
promises of cheap labor. 
“We formerly took as a basic pre­ 
mise the proposition that one of ou r 
major adv ertising efforts shou ld be, 
‘Come on down here. Sou th, where y ou 
can get cheap labor and produ ce y ou r 
produ ct cheaper in the Sou th becau se 
labor’s cheaper,”’ said Carter. 
“We don’t want to hav e indu stry 
mov e into Georgia or to other sou thern 
states any more with the basic premise 
that they can depend on cheap labor.” 
The gov ernors and 160 delegates 
from 13 sou theastern states agreed 
that booming popu lation growth in the 
Sou th is inev itable. 
Carter, chairman of the commission, 
said that rigid popu lation controls hav e 
been ru led u nconstitu tional in other 
areas, so that states cannot dictate 
where people will liv e or whether 
a 
farmer can sell his pastu re for dev el­ 
opment of hou sing tracts. 


Assembly OKs pilot 
light ban by 1976 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — The a s­ 
sembly has v oted to o utla w pilo t lig hts 
on gas appliances so ld a fter 1976. 
The bill (SB15 2 1) by Sen. Alfred L. 
Alq u ist, D-San Jose, was passed Mon­ 
day on a 46-6 v ote and retu rned to the 
Senate for agreement on Assembly 
amendments. 


Assembly man Charles Warren, D-Los 
Angeles said that pilot lights cu rrently 
consu me 16 per cent of the natu ral gas 
bu rned in California. 


Warren, floor sponsor of the bill, said 
the measu re was « Resigned to promote 
dev elopment of dev ices which cou ld 
easily light gas appliances withou t con­ 
tinu ou sly bu rning pilot light.

BELFAST (UPI) - Police said to- 
day they hav e ordered three y ou ths 
charged in cou rt in what cou ld be a 
new assassination method in Northern 
Ireland — killing by au tomobile. 


Police said an 18 -y ear-old Roman 
Cathoiic y ou th was killed and fou r per­ 
sons were critically inju red in a Cath­ 
olic enclav e Friday by two au tomobiles 
which drov e at them on the sidewalk. 


Police said if the incident was part o f 
the prov ince’s Protestant-Catholic con­ 
flict it wou ld be the first su ch killing in 
fiv e y ears of strife between majority 
Protestants, minority Roman Ctholics 
and secu rity forces which has taken 1,- 
064 other liv es.

2 subpoenas 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Two sub­ 
poenas requiring Richard M. Nixon to 
give testimony in trials were served on 
the former president at his San Clem­ 
ent? home Wednesday night, the Justice 
Department said today.

spokesman 
said a representative of the U.S. Mar­ 
shal Service served both subpoenas at 
6:30 p.m. PDT to Nixon “ in person.” 
One subpoena requires Nixon to ap­ 
pear as a defense witness for former 
White House aide John D. Ehrlichman 
at his Watergate cover-up trial sched- 
cled to begin in Washington Sept. 30. 
The second subpoena requires Nixon 
to give a sworn statement on Sept. 24 
at Santa Ana, Calif., for use in a civil 
suit by a group of persons claiming 
they were illegally denied access to a 
“ Billy Graham rally” at which Nixon 
appeared in 1971 in Charlotte. N.C.

HEMET, Calif. (UPI) - Firefighters 


using Vietnam War technology gained 
an upper hand today over an arson-set 


tire which had raced out of control 
through thousands of acres of brush 
timber and set vacationers fleeing. 


For the first time in fire fighting an­ 
nals. helicopter pilots wearing binocu­ 
lar-like eyeglasses that allowed them 
to see as well as in daylight made re­ 
peated w ater drops during the night. 
By dawn, the U.S. Forest Service 
said the blaze which broke out Tuesday 
was 60 per cent contained. No estim ate 
was made for when full containment 
was expected. 
Los Angeles County Fire Deoartment 
and Forest Service helicopter pilots 
flew joint infrared scanning flights dur­ 
ing the night for the first time in fire 
lighting control, a Forest Service spo­ 
kesman said today. 
The binocular-like e y e g l a s s e s 
were developed during the Vietnam 
War to pick out the fire lines. The 
glasses utilize the light from stars to 
enable the pilots to see clearly. 
“ They actually made water drops at 
night,” the spokesman said. “This is a 
direct spin-off of Vietnam War tech­ 
nology. 
“ We’re very enthusiastic about this 
because for the first time we can make 
night water drops on fires to assist the 
ground crew's.” 
An estimated 2.200 men working 12- 
hcur shifts were on the fire lines today 
in a major effort to bring the fire un­ 
der control. 
The spokesman said the blaze had 
burned through 17,500 acres, much of it 
ir steep mountain terrain, and had a 
perim eter of 34 miles. 
More than 1,000 persons were eva­ 
cuated from campgrounds, resorts, a 
juvenile detention camp and the moun­ 
tain community ot Pine Cove. 
Firefighters were airlifted by heli­ 
copter over the flames and rugged 
mountains Wednesday to try to save 
the village of about 700 persons 5,800 
teet high on 
Indian Mountain. The 
blaze was turned back only three miles 
trom the town. 
“The fire was definitely caused by 
arson,” said a spokesman for the Cali­ 
fornia Division of Forestry. “ Investiga­ 
tors found the match that began it 
—one match —on the Soboba Indian 


Reservation.” The blaze began Tues­ 
day morning. 
Palm Springs, 20 miles east of the 
main fire area, wras blanketed in soot, 
smoke and a light dusting of ashes. 
“There’s a grey carpet of ash on the 
sidewalks, and people are skimming it 
off their swimming pools,” said Palm 
Springs newsman Ed Kihbey. 
“We can’t see the sun or the sky or 
anything else” because of the smoke 
clouds, said Chuck Price, of neighbor­ 
ing Palm Desert. “ It’s just all yel­ 
low'.” 
“The smoke cover reduced the tem­ 


perature by 10 degrees during the day,” 
Libbey said. The smoke could be seen 
in Borrego Springs, 50 miles to the 
south. 
Three firemen suffered minor in­ 
juries, including a broken ankle. The 
force included 12 air tankers, six heli­ 
copters. 92 pumper trucks and 26 bull­ 
dozers. 
The highway patrol closed California 
243, the road from Idyllwild to Ban­ 
ning, when the flames leaped the high­ 
way. An unoccupied two story home 
was burned. 
Eighty youths were trucked away 


trom the Twin Pines Ranch, a River- 
s i d e 
County 
detention 
camp 
for 
delinquent boys, as flames stabbed to 
within a mile of the facility, whipped 
by erratic, 30-mile-an-hour winds. 
An outbuilding burned at a Girl 
Scout cam p; where 38 scout leaders, 
warned to clear out, rounded up more 
than 10C girls between the ages of 10 
and 15. 
The scouts marched two miles in or­ 
derly ranks through clouds of smoke, 
singing songs, to reach a point where 
they could board buses.

At least 13 injured in massive downtown Chattanooga blast 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn. (UPI) - A 
thunderous explosion ripped through a 
strip of 
nightclubs, businesses 
and 
apartm ents in a predominantly black 
section ot Chattanooga today, hurling 
debris more man a block away and 
causing an estimated $10 million in 
damages. 
Police said at least 13 persons were 
injured. There were no reports ol faia- 
lities. 


Fire and Police Commissioner Gene 
Roberts declined to speculate on whe­ 
ther the blast was caused by natural 
gas. “ Preliminary indications are that 
it was something other than a bomb,” 
Roberts said. 


Chief Deputy Gene Glaze estimated 
damage at M0 million and said the en­ 
tire 300 block of Chattanooga’s Ninth 
Street where the explosion occurred 
would have to be razed because build­ 
ings that escaped the fire resulting 
trom 
the 
blast 
sustained 
extensive 
structural damage. 
The explosion left a smoldering six- 
foot crater at Ninth and Mable, where 
a one-story building had housed the 
Stardust Lounge and the Cactus Club. 
A two-story building extending the re­ 
mainder ol the block and housing a 
barbershop, another lounge ând up­ 
stairs apartm ents was badly damaged. 


Flames from the explosion soared 


200 feet into the air and destroyed the 
St. Jam es Baptist Church and two 
fram e houses behind the clubs. 
Sut. Don Weller and ofiicer Rick 
Wynn of the Police Department were 
three blocks away when the biast oc­ 
curred and said they found a holocaust 
when they arrived. 
“We saw people lying on the side­ 
walk and running from the buildings 
screaming their heads off,” said Wel­ 
ler. “ We went to what was left of the 
barbersrop 
and 
pulled 
about 
five 
people from under the bricks. 
We 
stayed inside as long as we could try­ 
ing to search tor others but the walls 
started caving in on top ot us.” 


State Senate clears way for 'no-fault' car insurance 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Landmark 
f o-fault car insurance legislation prom­ 
ising big cuts in insurance prices and 
quick settlement of claims, was hur­ 
ried to the Assembly today for a final 
and decisive vote as lawmakers neared 


utf joumment. 
the Senate ended a bitter, 18-month 
deadlock Wednesday night by approv­ 


ing the historic bill on a 22-15 vote. 
It was the closest no-tault has come 
to enactment in the nation’s most po­ 
pulous and automobile happy state. 
Aifecting all 13 million licensed dri­ 
vers in California, 
the compromise 
proposal (AB50) supported by Gov. Ro­ 
nald Reagan and most of the insurance 
industry contained these provisions: 
—Immediate payment of up to $55,- 
000 per person in medical and related 
bent fits trom a motorist’s own insur­ 
ance company regardless of who is at 
fault in an accident. 
—A mandatory reduction of at least 
15 per cent in the cost of personal inju­ 
ry insurance policies for a minimum of 
one year. 
—Limits on the ability of injured mo­ 
torists to sue in court for extra, “ pain 


and suffering” damages beyond their 
medical expenses. 
The theory behind the proposal is 
that by severely restricting the number 
of costly lawsuits, motorists will bene­ 
fit with lower insurance costs and 
speedier settlements. 
Opponents contended it would strip 
Californians of their right to seek le­ 
gitimate damages in court. 
The bill passed the Assembly a year 
and a halt ago, but quickly stalemated 
in committee. The last-minute Senate 
vote sent the measure back for approv­ 
al of amendments. 
Its author, Assemblyman Jack R. 
Fenton, D-Montbello, told reporters he 
had been assured of enough support to 
send it to the governor. If signed into 
law, it wuuld become effective at 12:01 
a.m. on Sept. 1, 1975. 
Senate action occurred after two 
nights ot floor debate, two compromise 
amendments and an on-again, off-again 
roll call which spanned seven hours. 
No-fault insurance, already enacted 
in many other states, has come before 
legislators for the past four sessions, 
but was stymied in a high-stakes, eco­ 
nomic tug-oi-war between insurance 


companies, 
trial 
lawyers, 
consumer 
groups and the Reagan administration. 


The California Trial Lawyers Associa- 


non, a powerful group representing 
scores of attorneys who earn their liv­ 
ings from auto accident cases, bitterly 
opposed the Fenton measure. 
They sponsored their own rival no­ 
fault plan (AB801), authored by As­ 
semblyman

No price controls 
Ford indicates 
compassion 
for Nixon 


WASHINGTON (UP!) - President 
Ford feels Richard t1 »\on has suffered 
enough from rhe W atergate scandal, 
and he thinks the 
country agrees. 
While making no commitment, Ford 
*aid he is reserving his right to pardon 
his predecessor should Nixon be prose­ 
cuted. 


Ford aFo told his first White House 
news conference Wednesday that Spe­ 
cial Prosecutor Lecu Jaworski “has an 
obligation” to take whatever legal ac­ 
tion he deems warranted against Nixon 
or anyone else involved in Watergate. 
A White House official said Ford is 
leaning toward a pardon for Nixon if 
his ca«e should reac h Ford’s desk. 
l ord faced another busy schedule to- 
dpy, with meetings with top women 
precedential appointees. United Autos 
Workers president Leonard Woodcock 
and Saudi Arabian foreign minister 
Omar Saqqaf. 


Ford, outwardly calm and confident 
throughout 
the 
nationally 
televised 
nnvs conference in the East Room of 
the White House, also said he has tota­ 
lly reiected wage and price controls to 
solve economic problems. 
“Wage and prints controls are out 
—period,” he said. But officials said 
voluntary wage-price guidelines are un­ 
der consideration. 
Ford 
reiterated that the nation’s 
number one problem is inflation. He 
promised budget cuts to hold federal 
spending below $300 billion in the fiscal 
year ending next June 30. He spoke of 
a $5.5 billion reduction in spending and 
aid that “ will convince people who 
might have some doubts that we mean 
business.” 
On other m atters, Ford: 
—Repeated that he “ probably” will 
he a candidate in 1976 and said he and 
vice presidential nominee Nelson Rock­ 
efeller would make a “good team .” 
But lord added that the ultimate deci­ 
sion would be left to the Republican 
National Convention. 
—Hinted that U .S policy of sanctions 
agair.t Cuba could change “ if Cuba 
changes its policy u>*vard us and its 
Latin neighbors..” But he said the 
United States “would certainly act in 
concert with other members of the Or­ 
ganization of American States.” Sever­ 
al Latin American countries have bro­ 
ken the economic em bargo on Cuba 
and resumed diplomatic relations with 
the Castro government. 
In a friendly atmosphere, contrasting 
to the hostility evident in Nixon’s last

O cea n raft survival experiment 
Ordeal trims 40 pounds off them 


HONOLULU (UPl) - Two Navy re­ 
serve pilots w'ho wanted to keep going 
were rescued today, 120 miles snort of 
their destination after spending 53 days 
crossing the Pacific Ocean in a rubber 
liferaft. 
Bearded and gaunt George Sigler, 29. 
and Charles Gore. 27, both of Alameda, 
Calif., were picked up by a Coast 
Guard helicopter and brought to Hon­ 
olulu along with their 16-foot craft. 
Despite 20 days without food and 
hrush with death when a storm cap­ 
sized the raft off Monterey, Calif., both 
were in excellent health and fully pre­ 
pared to press on to the island of Kaui, 
120 miles to the w'est. 
“ We were just testing the survival 
equipment we had designed.’’ Sigler 
said. “ We are happy to say it was suc­ 
cessful.** 
Their voyage was intended to prove 
that two men in a 16-foot rubber raft 
v ith simple survival gear but without 


tood or water could not only survive, 
but find their way across the pcean. 
The two reserve pilot lost 4o pounds 
apiece since they were towed out of 
ihe Golden Gate July 4, unfurled their 
small sail and headed for Hawaii. 
Two davs later both were nearly 
drowned when a giant wave capsized 
the raft and they spent two hours 
Struggling to get back aboard. All their 
equipment and clcthes were lost except 
tor a few emergency spares. 
Their only food erorgv came trom 
three pieces of candv and one Vitamin 
C pill a day for the first 40 days. 
Then they ran out of pills and candy, 
and existed e olely on water made from 
a solar still until the day before they 
were rescued, when they caught their 
first fish —five dolphin. 
Thev lived in soaked clothing and 
slept and kept house in a six-bv-three- 
toot space, always fearful that a wave 
would capsize their raft again.

Two Russian cosmonauts in hair-raising descent 


MOSCOW (UPI) — Two Soviet cos­ 
monauts rode their space capsule back 
to earth early today, dropping through 
darkness and bad weather in a hair- 
raising descent apparently caused b\ 
irouble aboard the craft. 


The official Tass news agency said 
the spacemen —grandfather Lev De­ 
min, 18, and his 32-year-old command­ 
er, 
Gennady 
Sarafanov — were 
in 
good health” following the unprece­ 
dented, pre-dawn landing in Central 
Asia. 
Western experts said the tricky and 
dangerous return of Soyu7 15 in ad­ 
verse weather conditions suggested an 
emergency aboard the cratt, but Tass 
treated the landing as routine. 
The new» agency said Col. Demin 
and Lt. Col. Sarafanov landed their 
capsule soon after midnight in Soviet 


Kazakhstan about 30 miles from the 
city of Tselinograd.

was to develop “ methods and means of 
search for and evacuation of a space­ 
ship landing at night.”

WASHINGTON (UP!) - Chief Jus­ 
tice Warren E. Burger, sayin» that 
fudge John J. Sirica knows what he is 
doing, has refused to grant any further 
delay in the Watergate cover-uo trial 
set to begin Sept. 30. 
la a four-page opinion Wednc-day, 
Burger turned down an emergency ap­ 
peal from defendant John D. Ehrlich- 
man that the trial be postponed at 
least until January on grounds of mas- 
sive prejudicial publicity surrounding 
former President Nixon’s resignation. 
Burger said any doubts about Si­ 
rica's decision to press ahead with the 
trial now —especially since a federal 
appeals court did not reverse it —“are 
not sufficient to form a basi- tor con­ 
trary action” by a single Supreme 
Court jurist. 
The District Court bi'ars responsi­ 
bility commensurate with its authority 


in such m a tte rs , and only in the mo-t

racrdtnary circumstances should an 
individual ... justice intervene.” Burger 
said. 
He said he could have referred the

Palmdale site recommended for airport 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - A 
Site near Palmdale in the An­ 
telope Valley appears to be 
the best loeatioi for a prop­ 
osed $1 billion intercontinental 
airport, despite the ecological 
problems involved, an envi­ 
ronmental in1 part study re­ 
ported Wednesday. 
The study, presented to the 
Board of Airport Commissio­ 
ners, said the alternative to 
putting the airport near Pal­ 
mdale is to increase traffic at 
existing civil and military air­ 
ports, which would cost mo- 
nev and cause bezger environ­ 
mental problems in order to 
h a n d l e the predicted in­ 
i' ’-eased air travel in the next 


25 voars. 
The location ot Palmdale 
for the airport., proposed for 
the earh 1980-, was favored 
over four other sites 
“ in 
terms of available land with 
minor relocation ol popula­ 
tion. the least airspace con­ 
flicts, initial available ground 
access, the least, major air 
and noise pollution potential 
and visible community and 
institutional support,” the stu­ 
dy said. 
Tire other sites considered 
included Edwards Air Force 
Base, Fox Field in Lancaster, 
the Chino Hills area and a lo­ 
cation offshore from 
Long 
Beach. 


These locations were re­ 
jected because ot environmen­ 
tal damage, unavailability or 
plans to build homes there. 
The report said the airport 
would be good for Palmdale, 
by bringing in more people 
and money, but would drive 
awav desert animals. 
The r e p o r t predicted, 
“ Many species sensitive to 
man and his activities would 
retreat m the more remote 
areas of the desert, and ei- 
dangered species such as the 
golden eug'e, the desert tor­ 
toise and the Motave ground 
squirrel 
would 
be 
further 
threatened.’’ 


Although the site has not 
yet been approved -public 
hearings on the airport and 
the environmental impact re­ 
port will begin in mid-Fovem- 


ber _ -he Department of Air­ 
ports has already acquired 
12.893 acres of the estimated 
17.700 acres needed for me 
airport.

Planners spur proposal to 
seek state aid for parks

An application for state funding to 
improve six Pomona parks 
and 
a 
school 
playground 
cleared 
another 
hurdle Wednesday night when the Po­ 
mona Planning Commission approved 
environmental impact report exemp­ 
tions. 
The action was needed in preparing 
a blanket request for $264,560, which is 
the city’s share of the state’s park and 
recreation bond act approved by voters 
last June. 


Necessary' paperwork must be sub­ 
mitted to the state by Sept. 15 for sub­ 
mittal as a budget request for the 1975- 
76 fiscal year. Funding could begin af­ 
ter next July 1. 
The recreation areas involved are 
Lincoln, 
Garfield, 
Kennedy, 
Weber, 
Harrison and Jaycee parks and the 
Palom ares Junior High School. 
These projects were selected from a 
priority list established by the city 
staff and Parks and Recreation Com­ 
mission. 
The largest allocation sought is $100,- 
000 for Harrison Park, a new site now 
in the initial stages of development. Of­ 
ficials propose extensive tree planting, 


particularly along the borders of the 
4.5-acre site; concrete walkways in the 
park interior; overhead lighting along 
the walkways; picnic tables and com­ 
bination 
restroom 
and 
maintenance 
equipment storage buildings. 
T h e p a r k , 
located 
at 
Valera 
Avenue and Battram Street, adjoins the 
Harrison Elementary School. 
Another significant project will be at 
Palomares Junior High School. This in­ 
cludes the lighting of a existing soft­ 
ball field and construction of a scorer’s 
booth. Officials propose to place six, 
60-foot light poles along the perimeter 
of the left and right infield and an 
outfield. Total cost is estimated at $40,- 
000. 
Other projects include: 
—Garfield Park. Conversion of the 
existing lawn watering system from 
the old “ quick coupler” system to an 
automatic system with pop-up sprink­ 
ler heads controlled by an electric ti­ 
mer clock. Officials also plan to up­ 
grade the existing walkways from dirt 
and gravel to concrete and install pic­ 
nic tables. Estimated cost. $12.000. 
—Kennedy Park. Expansion of the 
lawn sprinkler system 
to complete 
coverage of the entire park, extensive 
planting of trees and shrubs, construct 


concrete walkways and improve the 
parking lot. Estimated cost, $50,000. 


—Weber Park. Extensive tree plant­ 
ing, particularly along the borders of 
the six-acre park, overhead lighting 
along existing walkways, picnic areas, 
construction 
of a 
combination 
res- 
troom-maintenance equipment storage 
building, and installing a chain link 
fence along the north and east boun­ 
daries. Estimated cost, $65,000. 
—Jaycee Park. Extensive tree plant­ 
ing, 
concrete 
walkways, 
overhead 
lighting and picnic tables. Estim ated 
cost, $60,000. 
City officials sought an exemption 
from the state-required environmental 
impact report since all the projects are 
limited to the existing park or school 
sites. And as such, these should result 
in only limited impact on the surround­ 
ing areas. 
In commission discussion, Jim Light- 
foot, a planning staff member, report­ 
ed that all the projects are in the 
northern part of the city. 
This has resulted, he explained, from 
federal funds being used to develop 
parks in other areas. He mentioned 
Sharkie Park. Cherrieville Park and 
Martin Luther King Park.

Rocky moves in 
on Teddy's turf 


President Ford has stolen the ground from Ted 
Kennedy for 1976. 
The partial amnesty proposal was a starter. 
The nomination of Nelson Rockefeller for vice 
president was the coup de grace. 
Theodore White in his 1968 book on “The Making 
cl the President” recalls that some of Rob n’t Ken­ 
nedy’s most ardent supporters, including a major 
Kennedy California organizer, moved into the Rock­ 
efeller camp when Kennedy was assassinated. White 
relates in detail the way in which the ex-Kennedy 
youth mobbed Rockefeller with their cheers and 
banners — ‘‘Rocky is Zap.” “Go Go Go with 
Rocky” and “Rock, Rock, Rock, with Rocky." Oth­ 
er 
reporters noted that some of 
Rockefeller’s 
speeches at that time echoed Bobby, using virtually 
tiie same phrases. 
Some careful political analysts (perhaps preju­ 
dged) believe Rockefeller could have defeated John 
Kennedy in 1960 if he could have been nominated. 
Now for the Kennedy issues. 
Nelson Rockefeller’s great grandfather ran an 
Ohio station in the underground before the Civil 
War, helping runaway slaves escape to Canada. The 
Rockefellers have donated heavily to Martin Luther 
King and his Southern Leadership Christian Confer­ 
ence and secured low-cost loans for the Student 
Nonviolent Coordinating Committee. They have over 
the years been major donors to black colleges. 
Nelson Rockefeller has carried on the family tra­ 
dition. There is no suspicion here as with Kennedy, 
that this concern for civil rights may be political. 
For it was a part of Rockefeller’s life long before he 
ran for office. So much for Robert Kennedy’s hold 
on the black vote. 
Rockefeller has staked out a record in urban re­ 
newal transportation, pollution control, medical as­ 
sistance, aid for education and scholarships that will 
win a Ford-Roekefeller team votes with traditional 
Kennedy issues and in the h art of traditional Ken­ 
nedy strongholds in the big cities. He has pushed for 
gun control and compulsory health insurance. It is 
powerful political medicine when you can say as 
governor you put these concepts into effect rather 
than lobbied for them as a legislator. 
Kennedy was counting on a hefty percentage of 
labor. Rockefeller has AFL-CIO chief George Meany 
as a friend. He has won the approval of most major 
unions in Now York. And so it goes with the Spanish 
speaking, the youth, independents, the poor. His 
works in Latin America are legion. He has argued 
with streng.h the poor should have a greater voice 
in welfare, else these programs are doomed to fail. 
Worse yet for Kennedy (and any other opponent 
for that matter) he is a dangerous campaigner. His 
managers are the best that money and a skilled 
judge of men can employ. He loves to pin his oppo­ 
nent. on issues, leaving him explaining for days, 
weeks and months after. He is willing to spend mil­ 
lions on research to make points that will stick. In 
battle he presses so vigorously that even those who 
defeat him find, more often than not that they have 
been mortally wounded in the process. Goldwater 
and Nixon will attest to this. 
There is, perhaps, one fly in the ointment. Larry 
King in Harpers Magazine for February 1968 quotes 
Rockefeller, standing on the White House grounds, 
as saying: “I think there are a lot of things I could 
do here, a lot of things I want to do, but I just don’t 
have the drive anymore.” 


A hymn to city life 


D. pite the fact that churchgoers in America are 
< wrwhelmingly urbanites, the hymns they sing each 
Sundav morning that have environmental references 
are mostly rural in nature, according to Dr. Stephen 
Stc phan, professor emeritus of sociology at the Uni­ 
versity of Arkansas. 
Analyzing hymns from several books used by dif­ 
ferent denominations, he found that the verses are 
“replete with rural thought forms and imagery.” 
For example, of 72 hymns in The Methodist Hym­ 
nal that <*ontain en\ ironmental references, 66 are 
rural in nature and only six urban. Much the same 
ratio is found in the 1956 hymnal of the Southern 
Presbyterian and (northern) United Presbyterian 
Churches. Even in the hymn book used by many 
Unitarian < hurehes, the rural emphasis is pro­ 
nounced. 
Stephan’s research showed that “the more funda- 
mentalistic and ‘old timey’ the hvTnn books are, the 
more rural is the imagery.” He points out that 
many urban worshipers, particularly in fundamen- 
talist faiths, have b*cn uprooted from rural heri­ 
tages in recent years. The hymns may assuage their 
feelings of alienation and loneliness. 
Another reason for the emphasis on rural themes 
is a bias against the city and urban life growing 
from the early-day association of rural areas with 
“ the good life” and of cities with that which is bad 
— sin, vice, poverty, crime and the more recent ills 
of pollution, noise, waste and ugliness. 
Hymns are more than just the music 
o l the 
church, says Stephan. Rather, they reinforce what 
hr terms “the teaching ministry.” He suggests that 
th“ ecological movement could benefit from new 
h.m ns that are “relevant to modern urban man.”

Tax and business reform 


I am sorry to see you supporting 
Sen. Goldwater’s 10 per cent federal 
wage cut comment which unfairly sing­ 
les out the federal worker as the cau­ 
se of inflation. 
Besides being unfair, the proposal 
would cripple the federal government’s 
ability to attract and retain personnel. 
Budget cutting should be done by set­ 
ting priorities on programs. Incidental­ 
ly, all federal programs are not for sa­ 
laries but include capital expenditures 
for highways and buildings, and grants 
to local government and to nonprofit 
agencies. 


I hope to see some comment en in­ 
come tax reform which would close un­ 
fair tax loopholes for the wealthy. Much 
has been written in the last few years 
that shows that our income tax law is 
inverted and regressive. The lost reve­ 
nues could help balance the budget. 
In addition to tax reform, we need 
business reform that would put some 
teeth in the anti-trust !awrs and protect 
the consumer so he would know what 
he is purchasing. This would return 
competition to the market place. 
While you are at it, you could sup­ 
port some changes in our welfare laws. 
At present a father is punished for try­ 
ing to work but if he leaves home his 


wife is rewarded by a supplement if 
she takes the same job as her husband 
had. In this way the taxpayer pays but 
still loses the benefit of these families’ 
production. 
All sectors of the nation will have to 
make sacrifices if inflation is to be 
licked. The fight must look for basic 
causes of inefficiency and waste. Band 
Aid cures like high interest rates and 
price freezes only stagnate growth and 
cause shortages. Blaming one group 
over another avoids facing the real is­ 
sues and, worse, causes more national 
disunity. Incidentally, I am not a feder­ 
al employe.—Charles R. Donaldson,

Greece to shut NATO bases 


WASHINGTON — Public statements 
to the contrary. Greece is already 
making plans to shut down every 
NATO base in the country within a 
year, thus leaving a gaping hole in the 
fabric of the Western world’s defense 
systems. 
S- -ccret are the new Athens civilian 
government’s plans that even top U.S. 
officials are unaware of the serious­ 
ness of the threat. Just a few days 
ago, Defense Secretary James Schlesi- 
nger was speaking honestly when he 
said he had “little indication“ of such 
a move. 
Our information, however, from high 
but confidential diplomatic sources who 
backed up their talk with documents, 
is that the NATO shutdown is already 
a matter of Athens policy, barring a 
radical change in the current U.S. atti­ 
tude towards Cyprus. 
The importance of the Greek NATO 
bases is difficult to overestimate.

A few weeks ago, for in­ 
stance, Turkey defied the United States 
and resumed cultivation of opium. 
Meanwhile, we have learned that 
Athens risked her good relations with 
the Arabs by secretly permitting the 
United States to use Greek NATO 
bases for shuttling supplies to Israel 
during the Middle East war last Octo­ 
ber. As a result, Israel is secretly 
grateful to Greece and hopes it will 
keep its NATO ties. 
During the October War, Greece also 
allowed U.S. intelligence services to 
use a communications station outside 
Athens to monitor Soviet and Arab 
radio broadcasts. Turkey, on the other 
hand, reportedly permitted the Soviets 
to overfly her territory to deliver arms 
to the Arabs. 
Footnote: At the State Department, a 
spokesman denied Greek bases were 
used by the United States to resupply 
Israel. He also said the British initial* 
ive was not yet “developed.” It does 
not have any “arms or legs” yet, he 
said.

It is history now. What 1 am about to 
recite, however weaned you may be of 
the subject, is not recapped without 
purpose.

It 
started in the Sixties when our people 
were bitterly divided by a brutal and 
tragic war. There were parades and 
protects against the draft, against the 
war, against federal policies.

The Republicans enjoyed the heady 
euphoria of their big victory for only a 
little while before an Eastern news­ 
paper began picking at and probing 
election practices of the President and 
tlve conduct of his office. 
Almost overnight, whispers became 
shouted accusations of graft and cor 
ruption. The President’s chief of staff 
and other trusted aides were involved 
in a far-reaching scandal. The Presi­ 
dent protected them by declaring their 
innocence, claiming executive powers, 
invoking privilege to suppress evidence. 
The 
federal 
prosecutor 
hired 
to 
handle the case was fired by the Presi­ 
dent. And gradually it came out that 
the burglary of an office safe had been 
engineered by the White House. Cabi­ 
net members began to desert the sin­ 
king ship: three secretaries of interior, 
four secretaries of treasury, five attor­ 
neys general. 
As related scandals engulfed the 
White House, the Vice President was 


forced to retire from office, ruined. 
Even the President’s personal family 
came under attack. 
His brother-in-law was accused of ac- 
(pptinq a bribe from one of the richest 
men in the nation in exchange for try­ 
ing to influence important legislation. 
With the var over the President was 
under continuing pressure to grant am­ 
nesty to draft dodgers. Indians near 
Wounded Knee in North Dakota staged 
a major protest. 
Against this background the dollar 
lost purchasing power, inflation was 
ramoant, unemployment increased, in­ 
terest rates soared, the stock market 
declined and the price of gold skyro- 
cketed to more than $160 an ounce. 
The only bright spot was the Presi­ 
dent’s record in foreign affairs. He and 
his brilliant secretary of state ma­ 
naged landmark treaties promising a 
generation of peace. 
Now it is history. Just as it hap­ 
pened—») President Ulysses Grant 100 
years ago.

won't come easily 


WASHINGTON — Ford and Who in ’76? The issue 
is anything but foreclosed. And yet, it could be. It’s 
all up to Nelson Rockefeller. 
No matter how tight Gerald Ford’s lock on the 
presidency, Sen. Barry Goldwater has served notice 
that the Republican vice-presidential nomination 
could be up for grabs two years from now. The 
Arizona Senator isn’t sounding empty threats. Nor 
does his interest in who will be President Ford’s 
running-mate stem from any personal ambition Gol­ 
dwater might have for the job. 
In declaring that delegates to the next Republican 
convention ought to have a free hand in naming the 
other half of a Ford-led ticket, Goldwater is only 
speaking for millions of conservatives who, like the 
symbol of their party, own long memories. 
To be sure, editorial pundits along the Hudson- 
Potomac Line have been ecstatic about Ford’s vice- 
presidential selection. Many, in fact, have gone so 
far as to write obituaries regarding Democratic 
chances to capture the White House in ’76, if faced 
with a Ford-Roekefeller ticket. But let’s keep such 
predictions in perspective: these are the same “ex­ 
perts" who less than a month ago were lighting 
candles over the imminent demise of the Republican 
party. 
Nevertheless. I expect that we’ll be reading and 
hearing a great deal in the months upcoming about 
an old editorial bugaboo. Specifically, our pundit 
friends and kibitzers will be arguing that since a 
Ford-Rookefeller ticket seems unbeatable, the brew­ 
ing right-wing campaign to dump Rocky reflects a 
conservative “death wish." 
I can practically give you the words and phrases, 
verbatim: “Don’t conservative Republicans want to 
win? Would they rather tear the Republican party 
to pieces for mere ideology?” 
ITio trouble with this old bugaboo argument is 
that it misses the point of conservative objections to 
Rockefeller. It’s not a matter of ideological purism 
at all. The fact is that Republican conseivatives 
over the years have been quite flexible in compro­ 
mising ideological purity to keep the party unified. 
Too flexible at times for the party’s own good. 
Remember 1960? The right wing dutifully accepted 
Nixon’s desire for a “balanced” ticket, with Henry 
Cabot Lodge as his vice-presidential running mate. 
A real winner, that one. 
A g a i n , 
in 
1968, 
some 
conservative 
pur- 
ists—including Goldwater and Sen. Strom Thur­ 
mond—were “pragmatic" enough to turn away from 
a pure conservative candidate, Gov. Ronald Reagan, 
in order to support Richard Nixon. Big win. So big 
that here we are six years later recovering from our 
victory hangover. 
No, the record shows that it hasn’t been con­ 
servatives who’ve proved unwilling to bend, in order 
to win election. It’s been Republicans like Nelson 
Rockefeller—especially Nelson Rockefeller. 
Time and again, like the petulant, self-centered 
rich kid on the block, Rocky has picked up his mitt 
and gone home when the intraparty game hasn’t 
gone to his liking. And now, in the name of “prag­ 
matism," conseivatives are being asked to wipe the 
slate clean. Forgive and forget. 
What Goldwater is saying, I think, is that all will 
not be forgiven and forgotten simply because a popular 
Republican President waves a hand. Right-wing am­ 
nesty for Rockeleller’s past sins won’t be automatic. 
But neither, lot me say, should it be out of the 
question. Thp Vice i’resident-designate spent one 
day last week paving courtesy calls to Democrats 
on Capitol Hill. If Rockefeller is truly interested in 
wiping out old, bitter memories, he has the next 24 
months to show similar courtesies to some of his old 
mtra-party rivals.

LAMB - I am 
so angered by your repiv to 
the parent of the 16-year-old 
girl who died of subaortic ste­ 
nosis that for the first time in 
my lift.

For 17 
years I'd been told by several 
of New York City’s best car­ 
diologists that, through sur­ 
gery was known for this con­ 
dition the mortality rate was 
too high to subject my son to 
it. He was an active, alert,

Infrepid’s victory over Courageous 


may have turned table in yacht trials 


Mario Andretti doesn't really have advantage 
after all in this Sunday's California Grand Prix 


THE BATTLE OF LEADERS 


Mario Andretti (No. 5) and Brian Redman (No. 66), 
currently tied for the point lead in the Formula 5000 
series, play eat and mouse at a recent race. They’ll 


be at Ontario Motor Speedway Sunday for the Cali­ 
fornia Grand Prix. Andretti lias won the last two 
races ot the series. 


Mario Andretti won the first — and 
only — major road race at Ontario Mo­ 
tor Speedway, the Questor Grand Prix 
in 1971. 
If his rivals in the California Grand 
Prix here Sunday consider that an ad­ 
vantage for the 34-year-old star of the 
Vic eroy racing team, it isn’t. 
“ Yes, I was happy when this race 
(fifth among seven in the Formula 50(H) 
series) was scheduled at Ontario,” re­ 
calls Andretti. “ I felt I at least would 
know the track.” 
Not so, though. 
In 1971, an international field of For­ 
mula One and Formula 
\ drivers 
drove the course, which winds within 
the track's 2,/g-mile oval, in a clockwise 
direction. This time, however, officials 
reversed the route and shortened it a 
bit tc 2.9 miles, 
"You 
almost 
can’t 
compare 
the 
iourses,” commented Andretti after a 
recent test run in his Viceroy-Lola. 
“ It’s really like they are at two entire 
ly different locations,” 
Andretti feels the change of direction 
was for the better. It will provide more 
interesting racing for the» spectators in 
hi.- opinion 
But it will also mean a 
little mor*> work for the drivers. 
‘ There is not a single turn with the 
same approach or line,” he explains. 
“ In some ways it is harder to drive this 
way. 
“ The radius of the turns doesn’t open 
up for acceleration. Instead, they’re 


just the opposite since the track was 
originally designed to go the other 
way. Now the approaches are w'ide and 
the radius in each case tightens. You 
must take a different line and ap­ 
proach altogether.” 


This amounts to what Andretti sees 
as “a pretty tricky course.” 
Another challenge tor drivers, 
he 
adds, is the fact that the course is “ so 
flat there are no reference points.” 
“The cars are so low,” he sa\s, 
“ that it is hard to see the apex of each 
turn. And you don’t dare get a wheel 
off the track or you’re in trouble.” 
Andretti describes the track also as 
“quite fast, about a 120 m.p.h course.” 
” 1 like it. It’s one of those places 
where you’ve really not to get your car 
working right.” 
Andretti leels his Chevrolet-powered 
Viceroy-Lola is all ot that. "Our recent 
tests here were very successful.” 
That has been the way things have 
been going lately for the 1969 Indiana­ 
polis 500 winner. He’s won the last two 
Formula 5000 races (Elkhart Lake, 
Wis., and Watkins Glen, N.Y.) and has 
been the fastest qualifer in each of the 
season’s four events. In the drive for 
the championship, he shares the lead 
with Britisher Brian Redman at 50 
points each. 
The competition is expected to be 
considerably deeper at Ontario for the 
100 miler which is jointly sanctioned by 


the Sports Car Club of America and 
Upited States Auto Club. 


Several of Andretti’s USAC cham ­ 
pionship car rivals have entered the 
Coca-Cola 
sponsored 
race, 
including 
Indianapolis champion Johnny Ruther­ 
ford. Another addition is Formula One 
campaigner Jam es Hunt of England. 
“ Maybe the numbers (of com petiti\e 
drivers» are greater,” observed An­ 
dretti, “ but it’s been competitive tor 
me right along with Brian Redman. I 
don’t care who shows up. My chief riv­ 
al is still Redman,” 
Redman won the season opener and 
has finished second behind Andretti in 
the lust fwo races. Between them, they 
have won all eight ot the 50-mile qua­ 
lifying races this season. 
Earlier this week, Andretti opened 
tests with the Vel’s-PamelH Jones Rac­ 
ing Formula One car at Riverside In­ 
ternational Raceway. The car is being 
readied for its debut Sept. 22 in the 
Canadian Grand Prix at Mosport. 
Illustrating his versatility, Andretti 
has another winning streak working.

Game bird regulations set 
by CFG for 74-75 seasons 


S A C R A M E N T O — T h * 
^ 
SACRAMENTO - The Cali 
iornia Fish and Game Com­ 
mission has adopted 
1974-75 
resident game bird hunting 
regulations that restore the 
quail limit in the southeastern 
desert and increase the chu- 
kar limit statewide. 


Upland game bird regula­ 
tion» until 
this 
year were 
adopted with those for mam­ 
mals at the end of May. The 
change was mandated bv the 
Legislature in an effort to 
give commissiorers more cur­ 
rent data on which to base 
their decisions on seasons and 
big limits. 


Ihe FGC approved a sug­ 
gestion by Commission Presi­ 
dent Peter T. Fletcher to ban 
the use of shot larger ihan 
No. 2 in hunting upland game 
and waterfowl. Fletcher had 
proposed outlawing 
BB and 
buckshot-sired 
pellets 
as ’ a 
means of reducing crippling 
lossel. Also approved was a 
regulation requiring that shot 
remain loose in the shell—this 
to prevent “ stringing.” Both 
provisions will remain in ef­ 
fect for one year. 
The 
decision 
to 
increase 
bag limits for the two spc- 
cises came after the second 
c o n s e c u t i v e vear of wet 
weather that produced good 
forage, resulting in high repr­ 
oduction 
levels 
and 
more 
quail and chukar. 
The bag and possession lim­ 
it for quail in the southeast n 
desert 
was 
restored 
to 
10 
birds, the limit for the ba­ 
lance of the state. This limit 
was reduced to six two years 
ago because of poor reproduc­ 
tion. 
Also two years ago. the bag 
and possession limit for rhu- 
kar was decreased from eight 
to four birds. The limit tor 
1974-75 is six. 
The commission also added 
a week each to the fall and 
spring 
turkey 
seasons, 
ex­ 
panded the areas open to hun­ 
ting and increased the bag 
limit in the spring season. 
No 
major 
changes 
were 
made in regulations for other 
resident game bird species. 
Eighteen counties were ad­ 
ded to the 23-day fall turkey 
season, bringing the total to 
32, and the bag and po;ses- 
sion limit will remain at tv.o 
birds of either sex per reason. 
The 
spring 
season, 
also- 
running 23 days, will include 
all at the fall hunt area with 
the addition of Madera, Mari­ 
posa and Tuolumne counties 
vherc turkey were stocked in 


1969 and 1970. The seasonal 
limit was increased from ore 
bearded tom to two.

milk to maintain their litter 
for the normal three weeks. If 
Fanny’s production has fallen 
behind the cause could range 
from her own poor nutrition, 
to heredity.

“ I don’t want to buck the 
t r e n d , ” said Dr. Jerry 
McLaughlin, the professor of 
pharmacy who heads the pro­ 
ject. “ But there are many 
poisonous 
plants 
that may 
look edible to the untrained 
gatherer. 


‘ ‘ T h e r e are also those 
where poisonous agents are 
removed by proper cooking, 
plants that have certain parts 
edible and others poisonous, 
some that should be eaten 
only in certain times of the 
year and some that are poi­ 
sonous if consumed in suf­ 
ficient quantities.” 


McLaughlin, who has been 
called in often as a consultant 
to hospitals treating patients 
for 
plant 
poisoning, 
said, 
“ There isn't too much known 
a b o u t 
the chemistry 
of 
plants." 
“ When you 
consider 
the 
amount of testing and re-eva­ 
luation that goes on before a 
new drug is tried on human 
beings, much less put on the 
market, it is amazing that 
plants are not treated with 
all this caution,” he said.

weight,” 
McLaughlin 
said. 
“ Our research is just sort of 
a starting point because it so­ 
mething happens, more tests 
will be needed. 


“ Also there can be mis­ 
takes in trying to over extend 
the data of lab tests. For ex­ 
ample. our tests with skunk 
cabbage showed it didn't kill 


mice, but that doesn’t mean it 
could not harm humans.” 


McLaughlin 
said 
another 
reason for checking all types 
of chemicals in plants was 
that some of them are now 
being used differently than in 
the past. For example, for 
years people have made a 
“ herb tea” from catnip —con­ 
taining 
water soluable 
ex­ 
tracts —but in the past few 
years, 
some persons 
have 
started smoking it. 


He also cited cases where 
persons have been poisoned 


because they ate the wrong 
part of a plant. Perhaps the 
most common example of this 
is rhubarb leaves, which con­ 
tain deadly oxalic acid al­ 
though the stalk is edible. 
But, 
McLaughlin said, 
the 
kernel in the pits of peaches, 
apricots, 
plums and 
apple 
seeds all contain prussic acid 
— cyanide. 


The dangers to 
children 
from eating a harmful sub­ 
stance are much greater than 
for an adult because poison is 
more toxic the greater its 
strength is to the weight of 
the person. 


McLaughlin recalled once he 
had been asked to help find 
out what was wrong with a 
little girl who had become ill 
and later died. 
“ She said she had eaten 


some spinach, but when we 
traced 
her 
path 
back 
to 
where she had picked the 
plants, we found it was wild 
hemlock —the same stuff that 
Socrates drank and the same 
stuff the Greeks used to $ve 
their criminals to 
execute 
them,” he said.

HELEN, Ga. (UPI) — Four Southern 
governors warned recently that the 
South must curb its rapid industrializa­ 
tion to save its environment and protect 
its natural resources. 


Winding up a three-day conference of 
the Commhsjcn on the Future of the 
South, the governors drafted a report 
or submission to the Southern Gover­ 
nors Conference in Atlanta Nov. 13. 


“If we want reins on the wild horse 
growth, we’ll have to suffer the har­ 
ness,” said the report prepared by 
Govs. Jimmy Carter of Georgia, John 
C. West of South Carolina, James E. 
Holfhouser of North Carolina and Mills 
E. Godwin of Virginia. 


Carter said the time is past when the 
South will welcome new industry with 
promises of cheap labor. 


“We formerly took as a basic pre­ 
mise the proposition that one of our 
major ad\ertising efforts should be, 
‘Come on down here, South, where you 
can get cheap labor and produce your 
product cheaper in the South because 
labor’s cheaper,”’ said Carter. 
“We don’t want to have industry 
move into Georgia or to other southern 
state* anymore with the basic premise 
that they can depend on cheap labor.” 
The 
governors and 
100 delegates 
from 
13 southeastern states 
agreed 
that booming population growth in the 
South is inevitable. 
Carter, chairman of thr commission, 
said that rigid population controls have 
been ruled unconstitutional in other 
arvas, so that *tate> cannot dictate 
where people will live or whether a 
farmer can sell his pasture for devel­ 
opment of housing tracts.

Assassination by car 


suspected in Belfast 


BELFAST (UPI) - Police said to- 
day they have ordered three youths 
charged in court in what could be a 
new assassination method in Northern 
Ireland — killing by automobile. 


Police said an 18-year-old Roman 
Catholic youth was killed and four per­ 
sons were critically injured in a Cath­ 
olic enclave Friday by two automobiles 
which drove at them on the sidewalk. 


Police said if the incident was part of 
the province’s Protestant-Catholic con­ 
flict it would be the first such killing in 
five years of strife between majority 
Protestants, minority Roman Ctholics 
and security forces which has taken 1,- 
064 other lives.

The youngster, now 12 years old, 
went home and invented “luminescent 
writing sheets” — an invention that 
may have many people, including the 
National Aeronautics and Space Ad­ 
ministration, knocking on her door. 


Becky explained her invention as 
being a heavy sheet of paper coated 
with phosphorescent paint. The paper 
is coated and exposal to light for a 
minute or two. It then glows in the 
dark “pretty brightly” for one to two 
hours. She said her invention will allow 
people not only to write in the dark but 
also to write neatly. 


Becky applied for a patent number 
and got it. Patent No. 3,832,556 will be­ 
come official Aug. 27 -m aking her one 
of the youngest inventors in the nation. 
”My dad helped me by buying the 
materials I needed,” Becky said, not­ 
ing the Invention was all her own idea. 
She said she recently received a let­ 
ter from the NASA expressing interest 
ir. the Invention for possible use on 
spaceflights. 
She said her idea would also prove 
helpful to police officers writing tickets 
and reports in the dark and to movie 
critics trying to take notes in theaters.

then select the wisest, m ost 
econom ical,

painless 
legal way to get out of debt. 


You won’t survive, unless 
the experience teaches you to | 
stay out of the debt trap, says 
Sherwin. 
It sounds as though Sher­ 
win, who once advised credi­ 
tors how to get deadbeats to 
pay up, is peddling som e kind 
of tricky solution. 
“ I’m not,” he said, “ for it 
Is passible for people in debt 
over their heads to survive 
without bankruptcy. The trip 
to 
bankruptcy 
court, 
when 
necessary, has no substitute. 
But I say bankrutcy isn’t al­ 
w ays the avenue of best re­ 
so rt.”

“ 1 sav *ordm an’ because 
the exceptions to this rule are

E xcerpts from the list: 
— U S U R Y . Defined as 
charging excess interest. More 
than the legal rate. If you sig­ 
ned a contract rate that is 
higher, you may' have an out. 
—INFANCY. This applies to 
anyone under 21 —considered 


an infant. Various states have

A case study: an infancy 
m ay be entitled to any money 
he has paid on a contract he 
declares void, but he m ust re­ 
turn the goods. To wit: Arr 18 
year old buys a c a r under a 
conditional sales contract. He 
makes one raym ent and does 
not m ake any m ore. He is 
sued. The “ infant” can and 
should advise the dealer by 
certified m ail he is giving up 
the contract and then return 
the car to the dealer.
